Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-15, 17, 18, 20, 22-25, 27-41 and 43-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claims 12-15, 17, 18 and 20: the claims are directed to programming/activating 
a mobile station. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a mobile station, 
having a temporary IMSI stored therein and placed in an activation mode, for receiving 
a permanent IMSI during the activation mode, and wherein the reception is according to 
a data transmission protocol, as recited, particularly in claims12 and 18. 
As per claim 22-25 and 27-31: the features of claims 22-25 and 27-31 are directed to 
programming/activating a mobile communication device that include a programmable 
module therein. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest storing, in the 
mobile's module, a temporary operating parameter that enable the mobile device to be 
in an activation mode, during which the mobile device establishes a data 
communication with a data network node so as to receive and store an assigned 
operating parameter, after which the mobile detaches itself from the network node and

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generates a reattach request using the assigned (newly received) operating parameter, 
as recited, particularly in claim 22. 

As per claim 38-41 : the claims are directed to activating/programming an 
unprogrammed mobile station by connecting the mobile station to a service node. The 
prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest storing an activation identifier in a 
memory of the mobile station and transferring the unprogrammed mobile station from a 
data control channel to a corresponding packet channel and activating the mobile 
according to the activation identifier, as recited particularly in claim 41 . 
As per claims 32-37 and 43-52: the claims are directed to activating/programming a 
wireless device by attaching the wireless device to a wireless network. The prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest preprogramming a subscriber identity module 
(SIM) of the wireless device with a temporary mobile station identification and internet 
protocol (IP) address of an activation server coupled to the wireless network, wherein 
the wireless device sends an attach request, including the temporary mobile station 
identification, to a serving general packet radio service support (SGSN) over a packet 
control channel to receive activation options, as recited particularly in claim 43.
